The reporting of a birth may seem 


a trivial and apparently unimportant 
event to the uninformed and indiffer- 
ent father or mother, hut when at a 
later period of life it is required to 
prove the identity of a person, his 
aye or his parentage, a legal birth 
certificate is of extreme value. 


Kvery day applications are made 


to the Division of Vital Statistics for 
copies of birth records, some for the 
purpose of determining legal inheri- 
tance, some to determine citizenship, 
others to decide whether in the draft 
age, and for many other purposes. 


The birth certificate may be prop- 


erly called a legal passport through 
life since it is frequently called for 
in the courts, by employers, by in- 
surance agencies, by the school offi- 
cials, by labor boards, for the Army 
and Navy, and oftentimes for the 
purpose of determining most vital 
and important decisions. 


The inconveniences and losses in- 


curred by many in being unable to 
r>roduce a birth certificate has taught 
the public an important lesson. 
It 


has impresed upon the minds of pa- 
rents how essential it is to have the 
records 
of children's births 
made 


within ten days as required by law. 
Every father and mother is doing a 
great 
injustice to 
their 
children, 


either through ignorance or neglect. 
in failing to require the family doc- 
tor or midwife to make a complete 
report of the child's birth to the 
State Department of Health. It is 
equally important that this record be 
made promptly, since late reports re- 
quire an affidavit from the physician 
or midwife explaining the delay. 


From a public health standpoint, it 


is essential to know how many chil- 
dren are born every year. A high 
birth rate indicates prosperity and a 
healthy 
race. 
Every 
unreported 


birth lowers our good record. It is 
belie\ed by some of our prominent 
statisticians that our national birth 
rate is being lowered and approach- 
ing the death rate. This matter is of 
vital importance and is of great con- 
cern "o the nation as a whole.
